Two Men Hanged in Canada for the 
Crime of Murder. 

Picron, Ont., June 10.—{Special.}—Joseph 
Tompsett and George Lowder were hanged in 
the county jail bere this morning for the mur- 
der of Peter Lazier. The execution took place 
inside the jail, and was witnessed by about two 
dozen, including officials. The drop was six 
feet six inches, A few minutes before 8 o'clock, 
the hour fixed for the execution, the hangman 
entered the ceils of the doomed men and pin- 
toned their arms. The procession to 
the gallows then formed, headed by the hang- 
man, followed by the Sheriff and the 
the Rev. Mr. Loucks reading aloud a prayer. 
Then came the condemned ‘men. Tompsett 
louked calm aud collected. Before the ropes 
were adjusted, while on the trap, be turned so 
as to clas Lowder’s hand, and said: 

Lowder said: “Good- 
1 . Loucks, the Church 
of Engiand Minister, led in a short 
aye. after concluding which he said: Sher- 
tf, I think these men want to say something.” 
The Sheriff directed the hangman to remove 
the biack caps. Tompsett said nothing. Low- 
der said if knew what they were domg 
they would not do it, and then began praying. 
He prayed for some minutes. As soon as he 
ceased the hangman adjusted the caps and 
drew the bolt. Puilsations of the heart were 
perceptibie until thirteen minutes after they 
tell, when the surgeon pronounced them dead. 
The bodies were cut down and bufied in one 
grave in the jail-yurd. Neither of the unfort- 
nate men admitted his guilt at any time. Low- 
der left a letter with his minister, with the ro- 
quest that it be published, in which he solemn- 
ly affirms his innocence.

the Auditor of Illinois. 

SPgINGFIeLy, III., June 10.—(|Special.}—The 
State Auditor will issue in a few days the sixth 
annual report on fire and marine insurance in 
this State. It will show that the number of 
companies authorized to do business in 
the State is now larger than at the 
beginning of any rear since 1877. 
There are seven more , companies than at 
the date of the last preceding annual report. 
There is a large increase in the amount of 
funds invested in the transaction of business 
by the co jes authorized to do fire and 
marine business in Illinois. - and the volume of 
their admitted assets for the protection of 
policy contracts is larger than ever before 
since the Insurance law of 1869 was passed. 
The admitted assets have increased $10,151,~ 


346.55 as compared with last year’s 
report. At the same time the labil 
ties, includmg capital stock, have grown 


from $123,329,931.99 at the be ot 1883 to 
8140, 660,005. 12 at the beginning 1884, am in- 
crease of $17,330,073.13, which, however, in- 
cludes the $5,600,000 now charged for the first 
time as capital of United States branches of 
foreign companies. The amount of insurance 
writtén in this State during 1883 upon the credit 
of these assets exceeds that written in 1882 by 
$56,220,319. The increase is over four and 
one-half times as large as the increase — 
over the amount written in 1881. The 
ums received in 1883 on business an 
ten- in thig State were $991,388.20 larger 
than in 1882,-and the losses incurred in 1883 ex- 
ceeded those of 1882 by $2,136,422.78. The es- 
timated profit on the entire business in Illinois 
in 1888 is $1,412,651.08 less than that on the 
business of 1882, estimated on the same basis.

Text of Judge Meallister's beben Fab 
vying a Criminal-Court Convie- : 
tion—Legal Aspects, 


The Value of Pleading Not ye and 
Waiving a Jury Trial~Judicial 
Oritioism. 


G two or three weeks ago Maud and Ed 
Lyons confidence operators, arrested for 
swindling a woman from the country at the IIli- 
nois Central depot, and sent to Joliet for three 
and five years respectively by Judge Willlam- 
son, filed a petition for habeas corpus before 
Judge McAllister. They pleaded not guilt , 
waived a jury in the’Omminal Court, were tried 
before the Judge. and on their application to 
Judge McAllister set up this very tactfor error 
that they had not had ajury trial. The case 
was argued before the latter Judge about 2 
week ago, anf he filed a lengthy wm, 
yesterday. 

He said the indictment contained five ede 
each of which was for felony, and the defend- 
ants by pleading not guilty formally put them- 
selves upon the country, thus tendermg an 
issue which could be legally tried by @ jury 
only. It the parties were in custody by virtue 
of the process of a court legally constituted, 
then the Circuit-Court Judge was limited in his 
power by Sec. 22 of the H act. 
That section gave the Cinguit Judge authority 
to go back of the process on which the prison- 
ers were held and inquire whetfler or not the 
judgment was void for waut of power to ren- 
der it. 


THE QUESTION AT ISSUE. 

The question to be decided, then, was whether 
from the record of the proceedings of the 
Criminal Court as shown in the case under con- 
sideration that court did not in giving 3 judg- 
ment or sentence act entirely outside of any 
authority conferred on it by 3 laws ot Iili- 
nois. It it did, then manifestly its jJudgme 
was void. 

The bill of rights contained the declaration 
that no person shall be deprived of life, liberty, 


or property without due process of law; also

AGAINST INNOVATION, 

Such an innovation would be subversive of 
all constitutional safeguards. It was claimed
